A cinder walk has been laid on First 
j Ave. East, between Third St. N..and 
Fifth St. N,, as sanctioned by Council, 
fs a matter of comparison, we ‘submit’ 
the following: Cost of 6 ft. plank walk 
+670 feet long at $1.25 per foot, $712.50. 
..Cost of new cinder walk laid, $167.05. 
Saving of cinder walk ‘over plank, 
$545.45. The high, price of lumber and 
labor: makes it almost prohibitive to- 
day of new plank walks, and if a walk 
“is about one fourth gone it will save 
money to take it up and replace it 
with a cinder walk. It was necessary 
to take up one block of plank walk on 
the north side of Third St. South be- 

- tweén Gaetz Ave. and First Ave. East, 
as the walk. was entirely rotten. 

We appreciate the fact that the 
roads in the city are in a very bad 
condition, and we find it:impossible to 
do very much at present to improve 
them. The city team is used as much 
as possible dragging the streets ‘and 
hauling material to fill holes, and we 
have had other teams engaged at $1.00 
per hour working on the streets, but it 
will cost a lot of money to put all roads 
in good condition. _ We cannot get 
sufficient men’ to keep up with the 
work, even by paying 50 cents per hour, 
which is 10 cents more than the C.P.R. 
Men work a few days and then quit, 
and we cannot depend on getting 
enough men to start a job and finish it. 
The work of repairing sidewalks is 
nearly completed. We considered this 
the most important work to attend to. 
We are getting water and sewer ap- 
plications in faster than we can at- 
tend to them, and citizens keep pres- 
sing to have these conveniences  in- 
stalled as soon as possible. The grass 
in the Parks and on the boulevards 
needs cutting, the approach . to. the 
traffic bridge over the river is in bad 
repair and there are some bad cracks 
in some of the cement walks that must 
be repaired this summer to prevent 
greater damage to them next winter. 
Some of the above work must neces- 
sarily be left undone for the present. 
The funds provided in the estimates 
for public works, construction and re- 
pairs is about used up already, and 
there will certainly be a deficit on these 
‘accounts at the end of the year, and 
other expenditures are creeping up, so 
we hesitate to spend any more money 
than is absolutely necessary. 

We looked over the two proposed 
crossings of the C.P.R. with Superin- 
tendent MacGregor. He is strongly in 
favor of having the crossing establish- 
ed at the end of Victoria Ave., and if 
it is decided by Council to ask for this 
crossing, he states that his Company 
will not oppose the application and 
will assist in paying for the cost of 
constructing the crossing. We request- 
ed Dawe & Pamley to prepare esti- 
mates of cost of grading each of the 
roads to the crossings, and submit 
their estimates. herewith. The Council 
should decide which crossing to apply 
for as land will jhave to be acquired 
from the Townsite Company for either 
one.

RUNAWAY ACCIDENTS 


Adam White Has Narrow Escape. 
Mrs. Albert Hadley Seriously Injured. 


As Adam White, who resides on his 
farm a few miles east in Springvale 
district, and his sister, Nurse White, 
were driving in a democrat to 
church, Sunday morning, they were 
overtaken by a runaway team attach- 
ed to a rig, a little west of the 
bridge crossing the creek at the foot 
of Michener Hill.”

He 
was taken to the Memorial Hospital, 
and itjvas found no bones were brok- 
en, and he is recovering nicely. The 
wheels of Mr. White’s democrat had 
to be taken off to get the hofses out 
of the mix-up. The runaway team 
started from the top of Michener Hill 
and belonged to Mr. Mayberry. 


‘Mrs. Albert Hadley on Tuesday 
afternoon had a narrow escape of her 
life in a runaway accident at their 
home on the Michener Hill, and was 
quite seriously injured, while two of 
the childrep, Myrtle and Claude, were 
also hurt. Mrs. Hadley had been out 
at the farm at Hill End, where the 
older boys are working, the father 
working in town and the other child- 
ren going to school here. She had 
driven in, and the children had been 
driving round the place in the demo- 
crat.- When Mrs. Hadley and the two 
children got,yin to drive down town, 
the horses made a sudden bolt and 
threw the mother and children with 
the force of a catapult against the 
barbed wire fence.

Hadley received a jagged wire wound 
clear .across the lower part of the face 
and had her right shoulder blade bro- 
ken—a most unusual fracture. Myrtle 
was slightly cut but is around again, 
while the litt!e lad was scratched and 
bruised. The mother saved the child- 
ren from peing seriously hurt. Mr. and 
Mrs. Hadley will have much sympathy 
in this new trouble, as they have been 
a good deal up against it the past few 
years.

CHINA SAFEGUARDED 


Besides the admission of China to 
the, pagt, the Times proposes a series 
of conditions in the: renewal of the 
alliance, by which China shall be 
safeguarded. One of these would 
bring about the restoration of China’s 
sovereignty over the Liao Tung pen- 
insula, including Port Arthur, and the 
reversion of the Sduth’ Manchuria rail- 
road to Chinese control at the expir- 
ation of a definite . period.. Other 
conditions proposed. are summarized 
as follows: : : 

“The independence, of China today | 
is violated ‘by the presence upon her 
soil of foreign’ garrisons other than 
the troops provided for under the 1901 
protocol and the Jimited number of 
railway guards permitted for the 
guarding of the South: Manchuria and 
Chinese; eastern railways. Great 
Britain should insist therefore as con- 
dition. precedent to the renewal of 
the alliance upon the: withdrawal of 
all Japanese trdops on Chinese - soil 
whose presence is not provided for ‘in 
treaties or agreements in operation: 
on July 13, 1911. 

“Although Tsingtao was forcibly oc: 
cupied by Germany in 1898, her ad- 
ministration of the port and leased 
territory aroused no serious opposi- 
tion until 1914, when Tsingtao became 
a base’ for warlike operations against 
allied shipping. The German meth- 
ods of administration were liberal 
compared with those of the Japan- 
ese, who are aiming to make it. a 
closed port. The restoration to China 
of Tsingtao under conditions which 
guarantee equality. of treatment to all 
the powers should therefore be insist- 
ed_upon by Great Britain. 


CONTROL OF RAILWAYS 


“The Shantung railway, which is at, 
present being used mainly to exploit 
Japanese interests and as. a pretext 
for the’ presence of Japanese garris- 
ons in Shantung, should , become ‘a 
Chinese government state railway, ! 
dperated by a Sino-Japanese admin- 
istration on terms similar to the state 
railways operated under British ‘sup- | 
ervision. 7 

“The practise of treating the na- 
tionality of members of the customs: 
service employed in the higher 
branches of the service at Tsingtao 
and Dairen as a test of fitness, which 
in effect places the heads of the cus-

ENVER PASHA IN BERLIN. 
Enver: Pasha, chief of the Turkish 
Nationalist conspirators, it was re- 
ported today, arrived in Berlin for a 
second visit last week, acting as the 
chief liason of Bolshevik German 
revolutionists, and young Turks, 
Djemal Pasha was reported in. press 
‘despatches yesterday to be in Mos- 
cow. According to the official re- 
ports, the Turkish. Nationalist and 
Bolshevik propaganda has been. par- 
ticularly effective among the fanatic- 
al Egyptian tribesmen. 


UNREST IN INDIA. 


Official reports as received here 
for several months have told of un- 
rest in India-and the effectiveness of 
the “young Turks” propaganda there. 
Complete cessation of business as a 
protest against*British policy toward 
the Kaliphate was observed recently 
by. Hindus, Parsees, * and Moslems 
alike, resulting in what was describ- 
ed as “an unproteaenied loss to 
“commerce.” 


PLANS; OF. BOLSHEVIK. 


Generally,’ the plans “of the Bolshe- 
vik-are said to, include.the diversion 
of British attention from Mesopo- 
‘tamia to Egypt by the uprising of the 
Senussi' and their sweep eastward at 
the moment. when the Bolshevik were 
prepared to push into Persia. Oc- 
cupation of Thrace by. Greek troops 
would be taken advantage of by. in- 
citement of the Bulgars and _ local 
disturbances on Syria and Palestine | 
have been projected to supplement

that ‘in “quantities not greater than

from selling sugar ‘In excess of the 
reasonable. requirements of the buy- 
er’s household. 

,The, profit which sugar dealers may 
make is restricted to 2 cents per 
pound or 5 per cent. The practice of. 
advancing prices on stocks when re- 
finers’ prices advance is prohibited 
and the system {s ordered of fixing 
the price of sugar at a profit of 5 per 
cent., based on the average cost of 
all sugar in stock at the time of sale. 
Two cents per pound over refiners’ 
prices at Montreal, Chatham or 
Vancouver, central points for the 
three districts of the Dominion, is de- 
clared to be the maximum profit. 


THE RETAILERS’ PRICE 


With the refiners’ price now stand- 
ing at 21 cents or under, a retail price 
of more than 23 cents per’ pound is 
declared to be an unfair profit—tak- 
ing on general sales, and in cases 
where the sale of one-pound lots may 
involve a loss for the dealer, a spec- 
ial price of 231% cents per pound may 
bs charged, or the dealer may refuse 
to sell less than the four pounds, or 
may require the purchase of two 
pounds charging 47 cents for two 
pounds. 

In special cases where a spread on 
refiners’ prices may necessitate high- 
er prices, a maximum price of 95 
cents for four pounds is fixed. Whole- 


-{salers are restrained from charging 


a percentage ‘higher than refiners’ 
prices, which will prevent -retailers 
from selling af the prescribed 5 per 
cent. profit. 

All these prices refer" to granulated 
sugar. Icing sugar, lump or sugar in 
cartons is excepted. 


DRASTIC RULE FOR REFINERS 


Ottawa, June 18.—Drastic regula- 
tions are made for the handling of 
raw sugar. The Canadian refineries 
are forbidden to sell raw sugar, ac- 
quired up to September 30 next, ex- 
cept to another refinery, or with 
special permit from the Board of 
Commerce. Refineries are requested 
to file with the board copies of every 
contract for raw sugar. 

All the foregoing regulations are 
effective until September 30 next and 
persons concerned may file any ob- | 
jection they. have to make with the: 
board, which promises-to make spec- | 
ial.orders where justice and reason: { 
ableness demand. 

Refiners are also restrained from 
increasing their price on granulated 
sugar without the consent of the 
board, which means that until such 
consent is obtained the retal price to 
the consumer of sugar stands at 23 
cents a pound on an average, and not 
‘more. than 23-3-4 cents a pound in 
special and isolated cases.

LEAGUE HAS. DONE 
MUCH GOOD WORK 


Hon. A. J. Balfour Outlines What Has 
Already Been Accomplished. ~ 


London, June 18.—Right Hon. A. 
J. Balfour, lord president of the 
council, outlining in the . house of 


commons, yesterday, the work done 
toward setting up the organization of 
the league of nations, in its present 
position, and its prospects in the 
immediate future, said that the leagye 
had already been able to perform 
considerable service to the comity of 
nations. The secretariat was ‘now, 
broadly speaking, complete and ade- 
quate for the immediate duties: of the 
council, and an office had been estab- 
lished for the registration of treaties. 

Probably the most important aspect 
of the pact, said Mr. Balfour, is that ' 
in the future, no contract between 
nations would be valid unless open to 
inspection, and the change to open 
diplomacy, he thought, would be 
beneficial. 


EXPORTS QUESTION 

Mr. Balfour declared that the impor- 
tant question of exports among the. 
nations composing the league “would 
be submitted for the consideration of 
experts when the international finance 
committee met .at Brussels. : 

“If the league fails to promote 
dimunition in armament,” Mr. Bal- 
four continued, ‘much of its value 
will be gone, and we will have to ad- 
mit that it has failed to carry out 
the great expectations entertained 
with regard to its future activities.” 


Previous ‘to Mr. Balfour’s _ state- 
ment, -Cecil Harmsworth, under-sec- 
retary of foreign affairs, answering 


a question, said that £170,000 had 
been contributed for the use of the 
jleague of nations by its members to 
June 15. No information was forth- 
coming as to the amount contributed 
by each member. 


OPPORTUNITIES MISSED, 


London, June 18.—That the league 
of nations has missed two great op- 
portunities with regard to Russia aint e ee 
Persia was the:statement made by 
Viscount Grey.in a speech at Strat- 
ford, Essex, a suburb of London, last 
night. The former secretary for for- 
eign affairs contended that the only 
policy toward Russia was-one of non- ; 
intervention, since Russia was too big 
for even all the allies together to try' 
and bring order in the country. 

The Anglo-Persian agreement, Vis- 
count Grey declared, had given the 
wrong impression that England was 
seeking her own interests in Persia. 
That, he added, had done great harm, 
and the only remedy now was to sub- 
mit the agreement to the league of 
nations for approval.

In September, 1919, freight and 
passenger rates in The Netherlanc 
ere advanced 60 per cent. \ 
ry much the largest advances 
eported in any country have been 
ade in Germany,:wheré, it is well 
known, practically all the railways 
re owned and operated by the gov- 
ernment. Repeated. advances were 
made during the war and still fur- 
ther-very great advances have been 
made since the signing of the armis- 
tice. The passenger rates now aver- 
age about 700 per cent higher than 
before the war, and the freight rat 
pbout 800 per cent higher. 
‘Large advances in rates have al 
ad to be made in many countri 
which were remote from the seat 0} 
hostilities. For example, in’ Decem 
ber, 1919, all freight and passeng: 
rates on the South’ Affican Govern 
ment railways were advanced 26 pe 
cent, -whife in August, 1929, a raise 
ot 20 per cent in both treight and 
passenger rates was made {in Brazil, 
nd in October of the same year 
additional increases were proposed. 
| Sven in Australia, which was about 
as remote trom the theatre of hostili- 
ties as any part of the world, all the 
government railways have suftered 
severely from the effects of the war 
and have had to make nore in 
their rates. 

The railways of Great Britain were 
placed under government control a 
the beginning of the war and are still 
being thus operated. During the war 
the passenger rates were advanced 
60 per cent, while the freight rates 
were not advanced at all, and be- 
cause the increases in expenses 
greatly exceeded the increases in 
rates the government incurred a 
large deficit.

There has been a 
generous open season for the bone- 
and this province, which 
ought to have first claim to its own 
bones, has lost possession of many of 
its queerest and most ancient relics. 
What is worse, many of them have 


gone away from Canada. 


It is time, at any rate, that one of: 
those funny old skeletons was secur- 
ed for permanent exhjbition in Alber-» 
ta. Before the best of them have | 
been removed for museums in other | 
countries, there should be some effort 
to get at least one good specimen for 
its home province. 

If the Alberta government would 
put in such a big bone attraction 
somewhere in the capital it would be 
the most popular still-life feature in 
the building. : 

THE RED DEER BONEYARD 


The way the Red Deer bone quarry 
was discovered was quite accidental. 
Prospectors on the river several years 
ago saw some bones protruding from 
the bank of a deep canyon and fol- 
lowed the clue by digging out a num- 
ber of strangely fashioned fossils. 
When the news got abroad, relic-hun- 
ters from both sides of the line made 
post haste to Red Deer, and the fossil 
quarries became famous. 

Among the most diligent diggers 
have been the Canada Geological Sur- 
vey and the United States National 
Geographic society. Barnum Brown, 
sent out by the latter institution, has 
spent several summers at the work, 
and quite possibly is coming again. 
His takings have already run_ into 
many tons and have all been removed 
to the United States. But Barnum 


of removing things from Alberta, has 
done more than probably any other 
one person to reveal the hidden re- 
sources of that funny old boneyard. 


BIG BONES, BIG NAMES 


What has been found in the Red 
Deer fossil beds can be written only 
in big words. The very names of the 
relics would make this article seem 


at all—but the fault is entirely the 
scientists’. They have described 
their most important discoveries as 
belonging to the order of dinosaurs, 
and to .the horned, duck-billed, and 
crested varieties of those strange 
animals. . 

Besides these, however, are many 
reptilian specimens of minor propor- 
tions, such as—to quote the scientists 
—batrachians, plesiosaurs, and rhyn- 
chocephlians. It is a relief to be told 
further, that they have found remains 
of turtles and fishes, of crocodiles and 
primitive mammals, of tree trunks 
and now extinct plant life. 


MILLIONS OF YEARS AGO 


The reason of it all dates away 
back to creation times. In the days 
before the Rocky Mountains existed, 
and when they were finally in process 
of formation, what is now _ the 
prairie country east of them was but 
slightly raised above sea level. It 
was then a well wooded country and 
was full of marshes, lakes and slug- 
gish streams. ~ 

The conditions were thus perfectly 
adapated to an abundant reptilian 
life, which at last was overwhelmed 
by the gigantic earth-push that came 
in from the Pacific, raising the moun- 
tains and filling up the country im- 
mediately beyond them. That a 
change of climate came with that vast 
re-creation is evident {n the contrast 
between present conditions and those 
indicated by the subtropical remains in 
the Red Deer ‘valley. 


SOME WENT TO OTTAWA. 


In the Canadian national museum in 
Ottawa is now a collection of dinos- 
arian specimens secured by the Geo- 
logical survey, mostly in 1913. The 
season's work that year was repre- 
sented by fifty or more large boxes, 
which aggregated twenty tons in 
weight and fiilled a railway freight car. 
Relic-hunting was good that year. 

A number of the specimens have 
since been set up for permanent exhi- 
bit in Ottawa, including a half-dozen 
almost complete skeletons of hitherto 
unknown species of ancient water 
animals. Besides the dinosaurs, too, 


are many hundreds of lesser but 
equally interesting specimens, rang- 
Ing from lizards to crocodiles. With 


them are sillicified trunks of trees, 
leaves of strange plants, and fugitive 
samples of one kind and another that 
prehistoric nature seems to have left 
over for good measure. 

NO MORE LIKE THIS NOW 

One of the most remarkable speci- 
mens taken from the Alberta  bone- 
yard is the ossified skeleton of a

Perhaps dis- 
abled in some such encounter, its 
body was-washed ashore and there 
lay on a sandy beach for millions of 
years, with drift filling around and 
over ft till it ws buried hundreds of 
feet deep. 
A PRIZE DINOSAUR 


When this. big thing ws found in 
1912-its bones were but little disturb- 
ed, and there were even traces of the 
skin clinging to them. In mounting 
it the separation of the rock matrix 
from the unfamiljar body parts proy- 
ed to be a delicate bit of work, but 
the skeleton now stands very nearly 
complete. 

One of Barnum Brown's best  dis- 
coveries, also on exhibition in New 
York, is a duck-billed dinosaur of 
about the same size as its ,crested 
relative; but somewhat differently 
formed. It took two years to restore 
it, but as it now stands its bones, ten- 
dons, and even parts of its muscles 
are shown in full-life proportions. 

Alberta’s' fame. as a_ prehistoric 
boneyard is being shared just now by 
Utah, over the border. One particu- 
lay skeleton has been discovered there 


Deer specimens are only babies. An 
excavation 600 feet long and almost 
100 feet wide has been necessary in 
order to get the bones out, and the 
animal itself measured 178 feet in 
length and thirty feet in height. 
Its thigh bone weighs 1,140 pounds, 
and the eutire skeleton is estimated 
to weigh seventy-six tons. 

This Utah dinosaur is now being 
dug out for the American museum of 
natural history, but ft has not yet 
been decided where it will eventually 
be housed. It may go to Washington. 

Other dinosaur skeletons have been 
found in Colorado and Wyoming, their 
general character being much _ the 
same as those from the Alberta fos- 
sil beds. 

In proof of what strange creatures 
once lived in Alberta is the following 
statement from Barnum Brown, bas- 
ed upon his findings at Red Deer riv- 
er: 

“Along the shores lived the orni- 
thomimus, bird mimic, as the name 
implies, one of the most remarkable 
of the dinosaurs. A skeleton found in 
1918 shows it to have bet®n a tooth- 
less creature, the jaws sheathed like 
the beak of a bird. 

“The bones were light and pneu- 
matic like those of birds, but the 
skeleton closely resembles that of the 
It was about 
twelve feet in length, with long, slen- 
der hind legs and shorter front legs. 
This was an agile creature, different 
from the typical flesh eaters in feed- 
ing habits and doubtless a short living 
type that may have fed on crustac- 
eans. 


LIKE TO MEET THESE? — 


“On land there were hoofed quadru- 
some, like 
the monoclonius, having an immense 
skull, six feet in length, with three 
horns, a short one over each eye and 
a longer one above the nose. 
“The jaws terminated in a sharp 
‘clipping beak, like that of a turtle, 
and further ‘back in the mouth there 
| were rows of double-rooted teeth. The 
back of the skull was developed into 
a broad shiaqld, with scalloped border, 
extending over the neck. It was 
‘ancestral to the later tricerations. 
. “Strangest of all was the herbivor- 
ous ankylosums, a stocky, short-legged 
 big-bodied creature, completely en- 
cased in armor. Dermal plates cov- 
ered the. skull, followed by rings of 
plates over the neck and rows of flat 
plates over the back and hips. 
“Its tail terminated in a _ huge 
club, and the belly was covered by a 
| pliable mosiac of small, close-set 
plates. It was further protected by 
a moveable plate that could be drop- 
ped down like a shutter over each 
eye, thus completing its protection 
from insects and formidable foes.”

PROHIBITION: CAMPAIGN 
GOES AHEAD 


Organizers at Work—Interest 
Growing. 


\ 
Several 


The Prohibition Referendum Cam- 
paign Committee, with its headquar- 
ters in Edmonton, has been energetic- 
ally, developing its plans for the past 
few weeks with a view to securing as 
large.a majority as possible in favor | 
of the proposal to prohibit the impor- 
tation of. intoxicating liquors into the 
province for beverage purposes. Until 
very recently it was fully expected 
that the date for this vote would be a 
very early one, but as the vote is to 
be taken on lists: based on the new 
Franchise Bill which is now before 
the Federal Parliament, and as the 
passing of this bill has been delayed 
very much beyond what was expected, 
the date has not yet been denfiitely 
announced, and when it is, it will 
probably be later than expected. 

The task of organizing the prov- 
ince, and getting the issue clearly 
before its more than 200,000 electors, 
is, however, proving a big task—big 
enough to tax the resources of the 
provincial committee, and though they 
have favored an earlier date, find they 
will need all the time that will be 
given them by the extension to thor- 
oughly organize the province and 
secure the finances necessary to car- 
ry it through. Mr. H. H. Hull, the 
provincial organizer, together with 
the official staff at headquarters, is 
busy pushing this work with all pos- 
sible vigor, and already there are 
some fourteen or fifteen district  or- 
ganizers, “covering something over 
half the provincial constituencies, ac- 
tively promoting the work of setting 
up local committees to carry on the 
campaign. In some cases indifference 
and antipathy to the movement are 
being met, but in many others there 
is a strong determination to carry the 
campaign through to a_ successful 
issue. 

Organizers are frequently encoun- 
tering confusion in the public mind as | 
to just what is fhe issue in the refer- 
endum. They have therefore been 
endeavoring to make clear that the 
only issue on which the electors: are 
to be asked for an expression of their 
will is the question of the importa- 
tion of liquor for beverage purposes. 
The cxact form of the ballot has not 
yet been announced, but it is likely 
to be, “Are you in favor of forbidding 
the importation or bringing of intoxi- 
cating liquor into the province for bev- 
erage purposes?” Added to this is the 
fact that Pemier Stewart has stated 
that ,if the vote in this referendum is. 
overwhelmingly against the continued 
importation, his government will ac-. 
cept that vote as a mandate to follow 
the federal proclamation forbidding 
importation, with the necessary pro- 
vincial legislation to further restrict 
the use of liquor. In view of the fact 
that there is considerable misunder- 
standing as to what these measures 
are likely to be, the Premier has in- 
timated to the press that it is his 
infention to issue a statement in the 
very near future in which he will 
clear away any doubt as to what he 
plans to do. 


DEMOCRATS TO MAKE

BIG ISSUE 


Republican Platform Essentially and 

Scientifically Prussian in Inspira- 
tion and Method, Declares the 
United States President. 


New York, June 17.—President Wil- 
son, in a special interview given to the 
New York World to be published to- 
morrow, said he was “extremely con- 
fident that the Democratic convention 
at San Francisco will welcome the 
acceptance by the Republican party 
of my invitation to make the league 
of nations the issue in this cam- 
paign.” © 

“I am even more confident,” the 
president is quoted as saying, “that 
such referendum will confirm my faith 
that the American people desire it 
above anything else that a political 
party now may provide, and_ that 
they will condemn the Republican pol- 
icy of denying them the consummation 
of their hopes. No one will recom- 
mend aé_=referendum on that issue 
more than I.” 


BISMARCK AND BERNHARDI 


He said the efforts of the platform 
makers at Chicago to camouflage and 
obscure the real issue will not de- 
ceive the people. 

“The processes by which the Chi- 
cago platform was accomplished,” he 
continued, “seemed to me to have 
been essentially and_ scientifically 
Prussian in inspiration and method. 
Instead of quoting Washington and 
Lincoln, the ‘Republican platform 
should have quoted Bismarck and 
Bernhardi, because the Repubtican 
attitude regarding the supreme issue 
that cannot be abandoned or disre- 
garded strongly suggests the  arbi- 
trary influences that dictated the doc- 
trines of those two eminent persons.
